ately after the opening prayer of the 
United Presbyterian general assembly, 
yesterday morning, a memorial from 
the Women's Suffrage association was 
read and referred to the committee on 
reform. 


The consideration of the report of 


the committee onfohanges in the home 
mission system was continued. The 
report introduces several new clauses 
and amends others. 


After devotional services the report 


of the special' committee on reports of 
committees of the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary board and a committee of 
the assembly to determine the relation 
of the women's board to the other gen- 
eral boards and the assembly was read. 
It recommends that the women's board 
Is auxiliary to the other boards. 


Mrs. 
Campbell addressed the assem- 


bly on the subject and took occasion to 
define tho work done by the women's 
board and asked the assembly to define 
this board's position and what the word 
auxiliary means. Her address was ap- 
plauded. 


There was a long discussion. The 


assembly seemed in doubt as to the ex- 
act meaning of the word "auxiliary" in 
the sense used, and it ia probable that 
the assembly was loath to place women 
on equal footing. Therefore the debate 
was really as to how to best stave off 
the matter and at the same time give 
no offense to the women. The report 
was adopted, as was also Dr. Owen's res- 
olution that a report of the woman's 
board may have the privilege of the 
floor on the same basis as the secre- 
taries of other boards. Tho general 
assembly never did give the women's 
board a direct voice on the floor. The 
women are jubilant over the victory. 


The consideration of the assembly's 


committee on changes in tho home mis- 
sion system was again taken up, fin- 
ished and adopted. 


The report of the committee on sta- 


tistics was next taken from the docket 
and approved. 


At the afternoon session the assem- 


bly's committee on reforms reported on 
tho report of tho standing committee on 
reforms.

A COW ON TRB TRACK. 


She Wouldn't Badge and the Train 


Had to Stop. 


Last evening the south bound freight 


train on the Illinois Central road between 
Wood and Deoatnr streets, raised a great 
racket and hullabaloo by the ringing of 
the bells and blowing of steam whistles, 
all because a cow was on the track near 
the old tray factory. The noise failed to 
move the cow. 
She remained in the 


middle of the track deaf to all the noise, 
and finally the engineer stopped the 
train, until the brakeman could climb 
down oft the engine and persuade the 
bovine with a club to get a move on her- 
self. In the meantime a great crowd of 
men and boys gathered, all running to 
the crossing from every direction, sap- 
posing that a human being bad been 
maimed or killed. 
The crowd tamed 


away in disgust when it became known 
that it was only a cow on the track. Bat 
it was somebody's cow, and when she 
was made to move off she slowly went on 
her journey homeward to be milked, 
while the train crew, exhausted their 
vocabulary of hard words as the train 
moved onward toward Egypt. 


Later a reporter had a chat with Flag- 


man Collins in his little lookout house at 


Wood street crossing. "That must 


lave been a oow strange to the railroad," 
he'said. "No oow owned near a railroad 
rives any trouble to a passing train; they 
mow enough by experience to keep oat 
of the way. Once I had a oow when 
living on the Central right of way, and 
she grazed along the track; but whenever 
a train came along she would always hug 
ihe fenc» closely and never cause any 
ironble. 
Bat the rovdmaster kicked 


after a while, and I had to pat her in a 
pasture at an expense ot 10 cents a day; 
ivery day the owner of the pasture used 
to come to me as regular aa nightfall for 
Ms 10 cents. I was $3 a month .cut aa 
long aa I kept the oow. Yes; that most 
have been a cow off her beet to hate 
strayed on the railroad track after all 
that noise. What is known as veteran 
stook never take any chances like that." 


ANXIOUS TO BREAK OBODND. 


Adam Boott Beady to Put Up the 


Harness Factory. 


The real estate men in the combination 


will undoubtedly dispcse of the last of 
the 80 lota to-day, to insure the erection 
of the Adam Scott collar pad and sweat- 
pad factory. Such is the purpose of the 
hustling agents. Saturday last all but 
15 of the lots were sold, and this evening 
will wind np the sales. 
Mr. Scott is 


very anxious to break ground for the 
factory. He says he wants to get the 
wheels in motion and begin turning oat 
goods for the market. 


At an early date a meeting of the lot 


purchasers will be held, when the trus- 
tees to handle the fund will be elected. 
Then the money will be available and 
the work of building the factory will 
commence. The question of obtaining 
brick for the factory, which will be 
30x100 feet in size and three stories high, 
is a matter ot serious consideration jtiat 
at present.

HISTOBI OF THB CORK COBIKR. 


How OOBter & Martin Worked It 


Up and Lost. 


Chicago Journal 


The deal in May com that has led to 


the financial shipwreck ot Coster & Mar- 
tin began about three weeks ago, and it 
has been freely rumored around the 
board that it was directed against euoh 
men as Ooonselman and Armour, who 
were said to be "short" some millions ot 
bushels ot the cereal. Day after day 
Coster & Martin have stood in the pit 
and have taken every bushel of contract 
corn that came into the market. The 
pnoe rose steadily aa the month drew to 
its close, until last Saturday it reached 
32 cents and closed at 80 cents. The 
"shorts" were not given a show to get a 
bushel, everything being absorbed by 
the firm. 


Naturally, the high price of corn stim- 


ulated shipments to this market. Farm- 
ers were urged to almost enperhnmiui 
efforts to get then-corn to market, and 
the railways daring the past few days 
have brought in thousands of carloads of 
the cereal. Probably one-third of what 
arrived would grade sufficiently high for 
delivering on contracts, and this would 
be accepted by Castor & Martin. The 
corner was a success, and it they could 
maintain the price to-day a fortune was 
;hein». 


It would have taken a fortune to do 


this however. The receipts of two days, 
ind those receipts enormously swoolen 
by the h\gb prices obtaining, had to be 
taken care of. The firm was in no ways 
daunted by the unusual shipments, but 
opened the market at 81 a bushel, at 
which figure they offered to buy or pell 
any amount ot corn. About 400,000 
bushels were tendered them at this fig- 
ure, but the discovery of a broker who 
had sold them 60,000 bushels, that their 
check was valueless, rained their pros- 
pects of success. 


There are two firms on the board who 


are congratulating themselves this after- 
noon while commiserating their less for- 
tunate brethern. Theee are Norton 
Worthington and Kennett, Hopkins & 
Co. The former firm had sold 35,000 
bushels of com to Coster & Martin at 91 
a bushel this morning and the latter firm 
40,000 bushels at the same figure. Both 
firms received checks and burned with 
them to the bank ot Montreal where they 
were at once certified. The P. B. Weare 
company came in five minutes later, only 
to find that their $60,000 check was 
valueless. 


CONDITION OP TEE FIBM. 


At the offices of Castor & Martin tbe 


members of the firm declined to make 
any statement of their position or liabili- 
ties, but said they were hard at work on 
their accounts. A swarm of brokers and 
clerks besieged the office, but could get 
no other satisfaction than the above 
statement. At the Bank of Montreal 
the manager declined to converse about 
Coster & Martin, and would not affirm or 
deny the accuracy of the rumors relating 
to that flrm, even to the extent o( saying 
whether the firm had carried an account 
there. 


One ot the worst effects of this corner 


is the way in which it bos pinnbed many 
a broker who had no connection with it. 
"For instance," as ono broker said, "I 
have a customer who gave an order to 
buy 20,000 bushels when thejmoe was 55. 
Bo was not in the corner, but was one of 
hundreds who were 'tailing' after it. My 
orders were to sell this 20,000 bushels 
when corn reached $1. 1 did so to-day, 
and Coster ft Martin bought it. Then 
came the news of the failure, and I hud 


•<o go into the pit and sell that corn for 
49 cents. But I had reported the sale to 
my customer at 81; ho has made his 
profit, while I am about 810,000 ont on 
the deal That's what I call hard luck, 
and if misery loves company, I can find 
ots of consolation."
